35 U-Boats Held

DUBLIN~ (CP) The Irish 
Times said today that Premier de 
Valera of Eire was diplomatically 
correct in expressing condolences 
to the German minister on Hit- 
ler’s reported death, but “from 
the broader poiht of view of Ire 
land's relaticns with the vic 
torious powers it was a first-class 
blunder.” 

The newspapéf, however, took 
issue with Prime Minister Chur- 
chill’s Sunday speech criticizing 
Eire’s stand in the war. 

Mr. de Valera will broadcast 
Wednesday at 11.10 p.m. (2.10 
p.m,, P.D.T.), when he may reply 
tothe British leader.

Minister Churchill said to 
day he hoped to confer soon 
with Marshal Stalin and Presi- 
dent Truman.

Flensburg because the heavily-wooded area and numerous 
small islands provide excellent cover; The region also is 
close to the Danish, Swedish and Norwegian borders.

Expects Japs To Be 
Licked This Year

LONDON (CP)—The expecta- 
tion in Whitehall is that Japan 
probably will be beaten before 
the end of this year, it was 
learned mo&t reliably today, and 
it would be considered “amazing” 
if the Pacific fighting is still con- 
}tinuing at this time in 1946. 

The source of this information 
{cannot be disclosed. But it was 
said that Japan will suffer more 
and more from bombing as the 
war emphasis is switched from 
Europe and that country will be 

“burned up” if it doesn’t capitu- 
late 

It is expected that an Allied 
Military Government will be. es- 
tablished in Japan, once her un- 
conditional surrender is obtained, 
and for many years Japan will 
be kept in a condition in which 
| she will be absolutely unable to 
threaten military or economic 
welfare. 

It is said the United Kingdom 
firmly believes ‘that a policy of 
“Japan for the Japanese” will be 
imposed after the war, with the 
| Japanese restricted solely to 

their homeland

Italyposes problems which ‘can only be 
finally settled by the peace terms imposed 
upon her. She has a provisional govern- 
ment and this government is functioning to 
the best of its ability under conditions which 
are difficult to appreciate by those who have 
but smal] knowledge of the differences which 
exist among. the Italian people themselves. 


Italy’s Uberation, through which the north 
is brought into direct relation once more 
with the south. : 
MoreoverHtaly’s relation¢ with Yugo- 
slavia .constitute-the dynamite in the final 
settlement. Yugoslavia may claim Trieste 
by conquest, Italy claims Trieste by historic 
association with that former Austrian port 
on the Adriatic. Trieste is directly across 
the Gulf of Venice at the head of the Adri- 
atic and the province of Giulia In which 


Trieste is situated, férms a natural geo- |

On the eastern side of this pen- 
insula directly across from Trieste is the 
port of Fiume, of which the poet D’Annunzio 
took possession against the clauses of the 
Treaty of Versailles and the Covenant of 
the League of Nations, Self-determination 
was the fly in the ointment of peace after 
the last war; but drawing deductions from 
previous experierée, it is unlikely to be 
exercised for a long time after peace is 
finally made for Italy. 

In fact for a considerable time to come 


the peace to be imposed on Italy may be | 


held in abeyance, until her government is 
‘permanently established again.on the firm 
foundations of Italian unity. What. was 
achieved in the past by Mazzini, Garibaldi, 
and Cavour can be accomplished again, if 
the Italians can once get their feet firmly 
established on ‘the road to economic recov- 
ery and political sanity, If the free deter- 
mination of the people in a form of govern- 
ment best’ suited to their necessities of the 
present can be attained, and the self-deter- 
mination of their geographical boundaries 
can be restrained by a common-sense appre- 
ciation of their relations with their neigh- 
bors, they will quickly recuperate from the 
disease of Fascism, which was largely based 
on the slogans of the past to achieve a 
fancied glory in the future. 

Their freedom has been restored to them 
mainly through the efforts of the very na- 
tions they-helped_to_deprive of freedom 
France, Spain, Greece, Yugoslavia, Albania, 
all have much to forgive.

It 
may’ be hard for such Canadians to forget 
the difficulties of combatting the undersea 
menace compounded by Eamon de, Valera's 


hostile neutrality which handicapped protec- / 


tion of the sea lanes bringing food, ma- 
terials of war and Canadian men of the 
forces to the European theatre. But if Mr. 
Churchill can banish that bitterness with the 
solvent provided by the-record of many Irish- 
men of valor, it should not be impossible for 
people of the Dominion to follow a similar 
course, To the Carfadian born, at least, there 
will be less of the tradition of ill-will and 
misfortune which has marked the uneasy re- 
jJationships which have existed between the 
older countries, But they will have more 
than an academic interest in what Mr. de 
Valera may say tomorrow to the Dail. 

For Mr. Churchill, the position was more 
aggravated. ‘There was restraint in his 
words: 

“Owing to the action of Mr. de Valera .. . the 
approaches which the southern Irish ports and 
airfields could so easily have guarded were closed 
by the hostile aircraft and U-boats. This. was 
indeed a deadly moment in our life, and if it 
had not been for the loyalty and friendship of 
northern Ireland, we should have been forced to 
come to close quarters with Mr, de Valera or 
perish forever from the earth.” 

That was a condition he had foreseen 
and on which he hati placed himself on 
record, Speaking on the Eire Bill, on May 
5, 1938, he set forth his position unequi- 
vocally, Said he, in part: 

“T am not going to argue, Sithough it should 
not be excluded, that these ports will fall into 
the hands of an enemy.power. . . . But it seems 
to me that the danger which has to be considered, 
and’ which ought not-to be excluded, is that 
Ireland might be neutral.” =

HIGH POLITICS AT SAN FRANCISCO 


Ww M. MOLOTOV and Mr. Eden gone, 
; we are at the end of a phase and we} 
jean begin to see more clearly what has 
| been happening. 

The death of President Roosevelt has 
|had a profound effect on this conference. 
For Roosevelt was his own Secretary of 
| State. It was he who determined foreign 
| policy. When he agreed to call the San} 
Francisco Conference, and when he ap-| 
pointed the délegation, it was supposed that} 
| Mr, Stettinius and the Congressional lead- 
|ers would confine themselves to translating | 
| the Dumbarton Oaks proposals into a char- | 
| ter which would be acceptable to the Senate | 
| and to the public opinion of the world. It 
| was assumed, as a matter of ‘course, that 
| vital matters of foreign policy, particularly} 
| those touching the wartime alliance, would | 
| continue to be firmly in the hands of Presi-| 
| dent Roosevelt, and would be handled, as in| 
| the past, with Churchill and Stalin. Nothing 
| was further from the original intention than 
to commit the shaping and management 
af the highest issues of foreign policy to 
the-San Francisco Conféréfice: ““*™ » 

Yet owing to President Roosevelt's death, 
| this unforeseen and unintended thing has 
| happened. As a result our delegates and 
| their advisers, who were fairly well pre- 
| pared to work out the charter, have found 
themselves called upon to improvise in the 
}realm-of high policy in regard to our rela- 
ltions with the British Commonwealth and 
Empire, the Soviet Union, Pan-America, 
and the Far East. 


| 


} 


| THE WORK on the charter proceeds well 

enough. But international relations have 
suffered, not disastrously or irreparably, but 
still they have become confused. Messrs. 
Molotov, Eden, and Stettinius have a very 
different relationship among themselves, 
land to their own governments, than had 
Stalin, Churchill and Roosevelt. This has 
become quite evident here. It is most evident 
in the extraordinary alteration of roles 
which—has taken place since Roosevelt's 
death. 

While he was alive, Roosevelt kept the 
United States in the position of mediator 
and stabilizer between the British Empire 
and the Soviet Union. How well he main- 
tained this position was shown by his critics, 
who charged him one day with being in 
Churchill’s pocket and the next with being 
in Stalin's Actually he was never in the 
pocket of either He had a clear under- 
standing of the fact that there are many 
lreal conflicts of interest between Britain 
and Russia, that there are no conflicts of 
vital interest between Britain and America, 
or between Russia and America, and that 
therefore the true American interest and 
policy was to conciliate, mediate, and stabil- 
ize in the zones of difficulty between the 
British Empire and the Russian Empire. 

This, he realized, was a feasible policy 
for the United States because British and 
American security are so deeply linked, and 
because Russian reconstruction and her in 
ternal tranquillity are so closely connected 
with the power and the need of the United 
States to export capital goods 


Bt HERE in San Francisco the mediator 

position of the United States has been 
temporarily, drifted into the position 
where America and Russia appear to be the 
two great protagonists. This will have to be 
righted not only in the Interest of Soviet- 
American relations but in the interest, no 
less, of Anglo-American relations. For they 
are sure to deteriorate badly if the United 
States becomes a partisan, rather than the 
detached anf restraining partner, in the 
AngloSoviet difficulties which réach from 
the Balkans to Persia 

These are issues of high politics which 
cannot be dealt with successfully by impro 
| visation in the limelight of a conference like 
this one, and by men so overwhelmed with 
the details of committee meetings, press con- 
ferences, and extraneous matters, that they 
cannot reflect upon them calmly and clearly 

The loss of Roosevelt has upset the deli- 
cate balance within the councifs of the Big 
| Three. The membership of this conference 
thas aggravated the imbalance. For the 
European continent is under-represented 
here, not only in numbers as compared with 
the Western Hemisphere and the British 
| nations and dependencies, but also in author- 
j ity and force. France is only beginning to 
| play the part which she is destined to play 
| in world politics. The greater part of Europe 
is either not present here at all, or it is 
jrepresented by provisional governments 
| which have not yet obtained a mandate from : 
their peoples.

FRANCE and the principal liberated | 
countries of the continent have the same 
vital interest as the United States—to be 
the mediators and stabilizers between the So- | 
viet Union and the rest of the world. This 
was made very clear in the vote on the So- 
viet request for delay in admitting Argem 
tina.

BEDFORD, Eng. (AP)—A Brit- 
ish veteran of four battlefronts, 
whose life, the judge said, was 
“shattered by the wantoness of a 
woman and wickedness of a man 
who betrayed a friend,” was re- 
leased on good behavior Monday 
night after having -been.con- 
victed of manslaughter in the 
shooting of his wife's lover, 

It took the jury only 20 
minutes to, acquit Edward W. 
Jones, a driver in the Royal! 
Army Signal Corps, of a charge 
of murder, but it convicted this 
veteran of North Africa, Sicily, 
Italy and the western front on | 
the lesser charge of man- 
slaughter. 

The judge immediately 
leased Jones, declaring: 

“] do not think ite necessary 
to inflict. punishment in your 
case, Therefore, I shall bind 
you over to be of good behavior 
for two years.” 

Jones told the court of return- 
ing. home on leave last New 
Year’s Day with gifts for his 
wife and children. He said his 
wife tried to shut him out of the 
house, and added that later he 
found his wife and Bennet Bush, | 
35, a maintenance engineer, in 
the same room. 

“I saw Bush coming toward 
me,” he testified. “I remembered 
all those nights in Holland. I 
remembered the face of the 
woman I loved looking up at him 
in is arms, and I thought of the 
way in which he had deceived 
me and changed my wife from | 
the sweetest thing on earth to a 
deceitful woman. 

-“T walked out into the yard! 
. «« the world went black. I had 
no interest in life whatever. He 
had destroyed my castle and 
ruined my children’s lives .. . 
I didn’t see Bush again. The

Both of these measures 
of relief would be made effective 
so the taxpayers would get the 
benefit for the second six months 
of 1945, sald Mr. Bracken.
